HOUSTON WILL VOTE 
ON ABOLISHING COURT 


Perry, Ga., December 3.—( Special.) 
A special election will be held in Hous- 
ton county Wednesday for the ratiti- 
cation or rejection of ay act passed 
at the recent session of the legislature 
to abolish the city court of Houston 
In the event the court is 
abolished by the vote cast, another 
act passed by the same legislature, 
providing for four terms a year of 
the superior court, will become effec- 
tive January 1, and all cases, both 
civil and criminal, remaining in the 
city court will be transferred to the 
superior court for trial. 

The grand jury at the October term, 
1922, of the superior court, composed 
of twenty-three representative men 
from all sections of the county, after 
a thorough examination into the 
workings and expenses of the city 
court, recommended “that our pres- 
ent representative” at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature have enacted 
an act abolishing the city 
Houston county. The present board 
of county commissioners also recom- 
mended that the court be abolished.

not be justified through any hope or 
belief that it might some day be made 
right. 

The constitution Is a sacred 
ment. It ig a grave responsibility 
that one assumes in changing it. 

Graver still when one seeks to 
strike from it the safeguards,to the 
interests of the people that it so wise- 
ly has established.

On the Mexfcan Border, December | 


3.—We were up early today to cross 
the Rio Grande to Bill's ranch in 
Mexico. My knowledge of the Rio 
Grande comes mostly from popular 
songs. I visualized it as a beauti- 
ful, wide, clear, silvery stream. It 
is more like a small muddy creek at 
Del Rio. 

The .ferries are small flat barges 
holding about four autos. They are 
propelled by the current. ‘The ferry 
is attached by pully to a rope span- 
ning the stream and sidewise the cur- 
rent carries it over—a slow, cum- 
bersome process. 

Weatherbeaten Mexicans man thie 
ferry. There is typical Texas eti- 
quette at the ferry, that New York 
motorists might well emulate. The 
first at the ferfy is never jockeyed 
out of position. It is a law dan- 
gerous to violate unless one is quick 
on the draw. 

The custom inspection on either 
side of the river is casual. The Mex- 
ican boat¢men sing at their work. 
Like all Mexicans they have a bland 
and childlike simplicity. They smile 
at you shyly. I tried to talk to one 
and he stumbled back of the auto like 
a frightened child. 

Acrpyss from Del Rio is Villa 
Acuna—at one time reputed to be the 
worst town on the Mexican border. 
And it has lost little of its wicked- 
ness. It is known on the Texas side 
as “The Hooch Hounds’ Paradise.” 
It is made up mostly of saloons and 
gambling bouses and Mexican bag- 
nios, 

In Del Rio they tell a story typical 
of the wickedness of Villa -Acuna. A 
hard boiled hombre drove up in front 
of the leading drug store carrying 
a wildcat under each arm. He step- 
ped up to the prescription case and 
ordered a giass ef carbolie acid. Aft- 
er it was served he took a half dozen 
bichloride of mercury tablets and 
dropped them into the glass. Then 
he stirred it with the end of his six 
shooter and swallowed it at a gulp. 


“Where are you from?” inquired 
the Del Rio drug clerk. 

“IT come from Villa Acuna,” was 
the reply, “but it got so rough over

The most striking revelation she 
| made is that more than four hundred 
| women in the United States are giv- 
ing their services in the making of 
| the Braille books which are used both 
'for the ex-service men, blinded in the 
war, and for the blind in general. 

Significant and embarrassing to the 
women of the southeastern _ states, 
however, is the fact that of these sev- 
eral hundred volunteers, only one 
woman in all these southeastern states 
is thus at work. 

Mds. Victor Cluis, of Atlanta, di- 
| rector of volunteer service, southern 
| division of the Red Cross, supplied 
this last information, with the added 
fact that this one lone volunteer is a 
North Carolinian, Miss Julia Wheeler, 
of Hickory. 

“Once a woman takes up the tran- 
scribing of Braille,’ declared Mrs. 
Rider, ‘“‘she searcely ever gives it up, 
unless because of illness or pressing 
duties. I heard a Philadelphia woman 
say that transcribing was us fascinat- 
ing to her as Mah Jonng, while many 
of our regular transcribers even take 
the work with them when they go on 
summer jaunts. They can get in a 
| great deal ot odd hours.” 

Concerning the method of proceed- 
ure, Mrs. Rider explained that in 
some. cases a local chapter of the Red 
Cross undertakes Braille as part of | 
its program of work, and then secures 
volunteers among the chapter’ member- 
ship. In many other cases, the in- 
dividual woman, attracted by the work 
' and the purpose behind it, learns the} 
lart through the correspondence 
| method directly from Red Cross head- | 
quarters or the congressional library. | 

Of the 1.395 Braille books in the| 
library at Evergreen in Marvland, the | 
| Red Cross Institute for the training 
'of blinded ex-service men, S22 are 
'hand-copied, the work of volunteers | 
all over the country, while the travel- | 
ing library conducted by the library of | 
congress, Mrs. Rider’s department," is | 
also made up largely of volumes done | 
by volunteer transcribers.

“An appealing feature of the volun- | 
teer work,”’ said Mrs. Rider, “is that | 
ithe transcriber may choose the book | 
ishe wishes ® reproduce, provided it | 
imeets with the approval of the con- | 
igressional library or the Red Cross 
‘distributors, but most of the volun- 
(teers yrefer to work on whatever | 
kin] of volume tne distributors find | 
‘they have most demand for. Some- 
‘times this is fiction. Sometimes tech- 
‘nical works are the greatest need. 
Sometimes it is history or philosophy. 

“There are three ways of producing | 
' Braille.’ Mrs. Rider explained. “It 
i'may be written by hand, one dot | 
|}a-time, with a slate and stylus; it | 
{may be produced on a Braille writer | 
| where an entire character can be made 
iat a single stroke; or it may be em- | 
| bossed on brass plates from which 
many paper impressions can be made 
| with a printing press. The last is} 
{obviously the best way, but it is also | 
ivery expensive. It costs $5 a 1,000) 
‘words to stereotype the metal plates, | 
,after which there is the expense of { 
‘embossing the paper sheets and bini- 
ing them. 

“*Penrod,” by Booth Tarkington, 
was brailled at an expense of over | 
i $300. The price of embossing ‘Love 
iSeries,’ by Mary Roberts Rinehart, 
was about $400. In both cases the 
;authors themselves financed the work. 
| “Dots produced. by hand, either 
‘with slate or writer, are quite as sat- 
‘isfactory as those made by machinery. 
| Writers now cost $32. and an expert | 
Pean transcribe six pages an_ honr. 
'With practice on the slate one may 
write four pages an hour. The slate 
‘has the advantage of being inexpen- 
isive ($1.90) and easily carried about, 
The only disadvantage to hand work , 
is the fact that only a single copy 
can be made at a time.” , 

“Tt is remarkable,” said Mrs. Rider, 
“how volunteers have mastered the 
intricacies of Braille, accepted criti- 
cism, profiting by it until the books 
copied by them would do credit 
any printing house.

Mysteries of Meat 
Packing

months, hogs have been 
marketed in numbers from 
a quarter to a third more 
than normal.

PE YOLLOWING up the petition of this Company of May 11th, 1923, certain additional facts and a con- 
crete proposition designed to put the street railroad transportation of the City of Atianta on a living 
basis are now presented in, this second petition. 
Street car transportation is a Public necessity. The Public, acting through the State Government, 
fixes the rates for street car transportation and the character of service rendered in the City of Atlanta. 
it fixes all the vital conditions under which the business is conducted. No route, no schedule, no car stop 
can be changed, nor any other essential operating condition or rule changed without the approval of the 
people through their representatives. {he wages paid the street railroad employes were fixed by Public 
arbitration. So the street railroad business must De and its conducted under conditions and rules fixed Py 
the Public through tis representatives. ‘The street ratiroad is practically powerless to maugurate any change 
which in its judgment is necessary either to increase its revenue or to lessen the cost of the service. 
During the year 1922 the street railroad failed Dy Five Hundred Sixty-Five Thousand, Five Hundred 
Thirty-six Dollars and Twenty-nine Cents ($565,536.29) to earn eight per cent (8%) (allowed by the 
Public Service Commission as a reasonable return) on the minimum pre-war valuation of the street rail- 
road property fixed by the Public Service Commission. This loss has increased yearly. For the nine 
months of the presen vear ending September sOrn tne loss fa been greater than tor any corresponding 
period; net earnings for that period having been at the rate of only three and one-half per cent (34%) per 
annum on the Public Service Commission's (minimum pre-war) valuation of the street railway property. 
If present conditions continue there will shortly be no margin at all left after operating expenses are 
paid, and the ability of the street railroad to maintain the present transportation service will be ended, 2

But already, owing to the financial results stated above, the credit of the street railway is now ex- 
hausted, and not one dollar of additional capital can be borrowed either for the purpose of improvimg 
the existing mileage or for extensions.

So that the street railroad may be able in future as in the past to furnish the service which 
requires, this, its second petition, now asks the City Government and the Public to approve, onl) 
extent necessary to put it on a living basis, certain definite changes in the conditions under which the stree

(1) Complete elimination of jitneys from streets upon which street cars are operated. 


(2) Renewed and effective enforcement of regulation of street traffic. 
(3) Ten-cent (10c) cash fare on street cars; tickets to be sold at the present rate of six and two-thirds

(4) Two-cent (2c) charge for transfers. i ; 
(5) Reasonable revision in the operating routes of the cars in the interest of more efficient operation.

The reasons for the specific remedies asked for in this petition have been continually presented to the 
Public throughout the year 1925, But a brief summary of the grounds for the specific requests may he

(1) . Jitney competition is unfair. It will for that reason if continued subject the street railroad to such 
losses that it will be forced to discontinue operation, and the Public will thereby lose the permanent trans- 
portation upon which it must depend, Actual experience throughout the country has shown that street cars 
anid jitneys cannot both exist in dyect competition with each other on the same streets. Wherever this prob- 
lem has arisen the necessity tor rail transportation has been demonstrated because there is no way by which 
it is possible to Conduct mass transportation except upon rails, To permit the licensing of jitney busses to 
run alongside the street railway tracks and pick up the cream of the traffic is contrary to every permanent 
Public interest, Jitneys should not be licensed except where necessity for them is shown. The street rail-

Everyone Would Benefit 


(2) Enforcement of proper regulation of street traffic is in the interest of all elements of the Public. 
here is notea single citizen of the City who would not be bhenetited by effective traffic regulation; because 
real traffic regulation would save valuable lives almost daily; because the money value of time saved would 
run into millions of dollars; hecause the commerce of the City would be speeded up, would follow natural 
channels, and would he greatly increased; because the more than forty-seven (47) average passengers per 
street car in the rush hour would receive the proportionate consideration to which they are entitled in com- 
parison with the one average passenger per automobile (without driver) ; because the two hundred and sev- 
enty thousand (270,000) daily street car riders, who include the thrifty workers of the City, would no 
longer lose So great a part of their time and be so greatly inconvenienced. | 

(3) Ten-cent (10c) cash fare is asked because the cost of furnishing street car transportation service

Taxes on Car Riders 


(7) All the many different kinds of taxes assessed against and paid by the street railroad are indirect 
taxes levicd on the car riders, because the only money the street railroad receives with which to pay the taxes 
comes from the fares paid by passengers. So the stree {922 collected $458,160.72 from its pas- 
sengers and paid it- over m taxes (including paving assessments) to State, County and City. It acted as 


Tax Collector. None of that money was available to pay the costs of transportation, though that was what 
the passengers paid it to get. Most of it went into the general tax funds; some of it was used'to pave streets. 
The law regulating street railroads is that they are en titled to a fare that will pay ali operating costs, all 
taxes, and a reasonable return on the present fair value of the street railroad property. Teet railroad taxes 
are increased the street car fare must be increased by the same amount to get the money to pay the tax in- 
crease. So street car riders, when they pay their fares, are a class paying special taxes which are used for the 
benefit of the entire public, including automobile owners who wear out the pavements the street car riders 
are taxed to pay for, and who are not taxed on a similar basis. The entire sum realized from car fares (ex- 
cept taxes assessed on the same basis as on everybody else) should be available and used to furnish and pay 
for street car transportation.

National bank of this 
city savs in its monthly summary of 
the cotton industry: 
age of cotton has led to further sharp 
j}advances in the prices of cotton and 
| eotton goods daring thé past month. 
| Phe. raw material has risen about 
51-2 2 cents or 18 per cent within the 
‘past 30 days and at present levels is 
up 15 cents or 55 per-cent from the 
luw point of last August. Staple prinr 
cloths and sheetings have risen by 
half a cent to a cent a yard during 
the month and 11-2 to 8 cents a 
yard since August. Most lines of 
goods have not risen sufficiently fo 
compensate manufacturers for the in- 
creased cost of the raw material, with 
a result that many mills have found 
manufacturing margins reduced ta the 
vanishing poént or converted into 
lesses. Buyers of goods bave oper- 
ated. very conservatively, their pur- 
chases of many lines being below the 
| productive capacity of the mills. Un- 
iaer these circumstances many mann- 
facturers have had no choice but to 
curtail production drastically.

When prices are low the long-pull 
trader buys. He doesn’t waste time 
or enefgy fretting whether .r not 
they will go lower. When prices are 
high he sells and keeps his money 
liquid in short-term securities or a 
Savings account until prices are down 
again. 

He is satisfied to buy somewhere 
near the bottom and sell somewhere 
near the top. 

The chances. are that the man who 
tries for the exact top or bottom will 
lose his sense of perspective and get 
badly feoled. 

The Jong-pull trader, on the other 
hand, will muke a fair profit over a 
period of years because his judgment 
is not clouded by day-to-lay events, 
which are relatively unimportant in 
the long-term run.
